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Executive Summary

1. Introduction 

The Town of Arlington has been awarded $1,099,358 in Community Development Block Grant funds from the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development for Program Year 45, operating between July 1, 2019 and June 30, 2020. Based on past performance, the Town estimates it 
will receive approximately $60,000 in program income. Applications have been received and the CDBG Subcommittee has met to analyze this 
year's applications. This year the Subcommittee used a Grant Evaluation Scoresheet to help score each application and decide on funding. The 
scoring rubric was a part of this year's CDBG application. Please see the scoresheet attached. 

This year the Town received twenty-three funding requests from fourteen organizations and town departments totaling $1,672,757. The 
applications are grouped into the following categories: Rehabilitation/Housing, Public Service programs, Public Facilities and Improvements, 
Planning, and Administration. This year the Town received three applications for brand new projects, the Housing Corporation of Arlington has 
applied to add solar panels to one of their affordable housing properties and has committed to providing the tenants, all of whom make a HUD- 
defined low- to moderate-income, with the majority of this savings; the Arlington Recreation Department applied for funding to reconstruct a 
park adjacent to the census block group of highest need; and the Conservation Commission applied for funding for the design of ADA-compliant 
trails and access at Wellington Park. 

The initial draft of the Annual Action Plan and the report to Town Meeting included the following contingency language outlining the Town's 
funding plan, should it receive far more or less than estimated. 

Contingency language: This annual funding recommendation is based on an estimation of funding available to the Town and subject to an 
increase or decrease, depending on federal allocations. Were the Town to receive less than the estimated allocation, the CDBG Subcommittee 
would suggest that the following applications receive a reduction in their funding allocation: the Housing Corporation of Arlington's Capital 
Improvements, the Disability Commission and the DPW's ADA Compliant Curb Cuts, and Food Link's Site Development. Were the Town to 
receive more than the estimated amount, the CDBG Subcommittee would suggest that the additional money will be allocated to the Arlington 
Recreation Department's application for the Lussiano Playground, and potentially reassessing the funding available for public service activities 
within the statutory limit. Should CDBG funding be eliminated, the town will consider a plan to address service and programming impacts. 
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As part of the April 2020 Substantial Amendment, the Town of Arlington amends this Annual Action Plan to program CDBG-CV funds in the 
amount of $659,903 as well as to reprogram $150,000 allocated to the Rehabilitation/Housing project. 

2. Summarize the objectives and outcomes identified in the Plan

The 2019-2020 Annual Action Plan will be the final in our five year Consolidated Plan, 2015-2020. With that in mind, this plan will ensure we 
wrap up our five years, reaching as many of the original Consolidated Plan goals as possible, including: 

• Strengthen communities through investment in public infrastructure, parks and open space, and public facilities. 

• Maximize affordable housing opportunities by creating and preserving affordable rental and homeownership housing. 

• Invest in public services and community facilities that provide new or improved access to programs that serve youth, seniors, and at-risk, 
vulnerable households. 

These objectives will help create conditions for achieving outcomes including improved accessibility for residents with disabilities, an improved 
quality of life for seniors and young people from families who make a low- to moderate-income, and housing for families who make a low- to 
moderate-income. 

One of the highest funded projects this program year is the Lussiano Playground Reconstruction. This is the first major recreation project 
between 2015 and 2020 and will help reach the following Consolidated Plan goal: PARKS, AND OPEN SPACE: Improve Public Parks and Open 
Spaces. This park is located in a CDBG-eligible census block group, and is adjacent to the census block group with the highest level of need: as of 
the latest HUD-available ACS data from 2011-2015, 77% of people living in this census block group make a low- to moderate-income. 

The 2019-2020 Annual Action Plan will continue to address housing through capital improvements to the Housing Corporation of Arlington's 93 
affordable housing units. New this year, HCA has decided to install solar panels on the roof of their Capital Square Apartments where 32 
households reside. This new infrastructure will allow HCA to reduce the rents of their tenants for the life of the solar panels, a huge benefit to 
the residents, all of whom make no more than 60% of the Area Median Income. 

Arlington will continue to address the need to help the residents who make a low- to moderate-income to afford the public services available in 
town. Eligible residents will again be able to take advantage of scholarships for summer and year-round programming at the Arlington Boys and 
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Girls Club and Fidelity House, scholarships for recreation through the Arlington Recreation Department and the Arlington High School, mental 
health counseling and domestic violence programs through the Arlington Youth Counseling Center, afterschool homework support through 
Operation Success, and transportation and programming through the Arlington Council on Aging. 

Finally, CDBG will again fund two accessibility projects: ADA-compliant curb cuts throughout town, again with a concentration on the areas of 
highest need, and the design of an ADA-compliant path and lookout at Wellington Park. Lastly, through Public Facilities and Infrastructure, Food 
Link is again receiving money to help improve their new operations facility, including handicap parking. 

The April 2020 Substantial Amendment will fund microenterprise businesses, tenant assistance, and public services to support those low- to 
moderate-income residents impacted by the state of emergency related to the coronavirus pandemic through the CDBG-CV. Additionally, while 
the solar project at the Housing Corporation of Arlington's Capital Square Apartments will not move forward due to the complicated ownership 
model of this property, the funding will be reprogrammed to support tenant assistance and capital improvements to its portfolio. 

3. Evaluation of past performance 

This is an evaluation of past performance that helped lead the grantee to choose its goals or projects. 

This round of CDBG applications represents the work that will complete our 2015-2019 Consolidated Plan. Throughout the past four years we 
have conducted a number of activities to reach out goals: we have served thousands through our public service programs, installed hundreds of 
ADA-compliant curb cuts, and have helped fund the upkeep and creation of affordable housing. Over the past four years we lacked a large-scale 
recreation project. The lack of addresses recreation and open space as of yet has led to the great support for the Lussiano Playground 
Reconstruction. 

As was outlined in last year's Annual Action Plan, the CDBG Subcommittee has again been forced to take a hard look at the Arlington Home 
Rehab Program and assess its benefit to the community. While the program was paused to make some adjustments to ensure it was in line with 
HUD's regulations, the program was fully up and running in December 2017. Since then the staff have worked hard to promote the program 
through newspaper articles, advertisements, and direct mail. Unfortunately, this effort has not created the growth in interest that was hoped 
for. Since this time, the program has completed one loan in the amount of $5,400. The continued lack of eligible interest in this program had 
caused the CDBG Subcommittee to make the hard decision of not funding the program for 2019-2020. This comes after two years of reducing 
funding, unable to justify paying so much in CDBG funding for overhead of a program that is not producing. In PY16 the program received 
$225,000, in PY17, 75,000 and in PY18 $25,000. As was also stated last year, this continued inability to find eligible residents who are interested 
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in the program, has meant that the CDBG program will close with only about % of the homes rehabbed through the program than was 
anticipated during the creation of the 2015-2020 Consolidated Plan. 

4. Summary of Citizen Participation Process and consultation process

This year's citizen participation included two legal notices, notifying residents of the public hearing in February, as well as posted notices on the 
Town website and public board prior to the CDBG Subcommittee meetings. An additional legal notice announcing the Draft Annual Action Plan 
was in the local newspaper, the Arlington Advocate, on April 4th and 11th. 

Also, this year Arlington improved engagement through expansion of the CDBG Subcommittee and the addition of CDBG-related questions in the 
annual town survey. 

Finally, citizens were engaged through the annual town survey which saw responses from close to 4,500 residents. 

The citizen participation process for the April 2020 Substantial Amendment is described in the appendix on citizen participation.

1. Introduction 

The Town of Arlington works with the following organizations to address homelessness in town: the Housing Corporation of Arlington, the 
Somerville Homeless Coalition, Arlington Youth Counseling Center (AYCC), the Arlington Police Department, and the Arlington Council on 
Aging. Homelessness in Arlington is somewhat concentrated nearto the Cambridge line. While the town participates in the Point in Time 
homeless count each year, it is exclusively in this area that homeless individuals are found. This concentration allows town organizations to 
more successfully stay abreast of the homelessness situation. The town continues to prioritize the updating and creation of affordable housing 
to help prevent or reduce homelessness. The Housing Corporation of Arlington, the Arlington Housing Authority, and the Continuum of Care are 
the organizations to which people are referred when they are looking for housing.

The four organizations listed above work on a number of committees to provide housing and social services. The Housing Corporation of 
Arlington, the Town of Arlington, and AYCC are all a part of the Continuum of Care which helps to make the provision of shelter and housing for 
homeless individuals more organized. The HCA, the Council on Aging, and the Town of Arlington all serve on the Housing Plan Implementation 
Committee, a committee tasked with executing the Housing Production Plan which includes increasing affordable housing. 

Arlington's Human Services Network (HSN) was established in the spring of 2018 to enhance communication among local service providers 
to identify and stabilize vulnerable community members and connect families and individuals to resources that promote well-being and stability 
among Arlington residents. Members of the Arlington Human Services Network include the Community Resource Specialist for the Town of 
Arlington, the Arlington Health and Human Services Department, Arlington Council on Aging, Arlington Youth Counseling Center, Arlington 
Housing Authority, Housing Corporation of Arlington, Arlington Food Pantry/Arlington Eats, Arlington Police Department, and Arlington Public 
Schools. The HSN meets monthly to share information and resources, discuss complex cases, facilitate case coordination, and problem solve 
around navigating complex systems and issues contributing to the unmet needs of Arlington's residents. 

Describe coordination with the Continuum of Care and efforts to address the needs of homeless persons (particularly chronically 
homeless individuals and families, families with children, veterans, and unaccompanied youth) and persons at risk of 
homelessness. 
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Arlington is a member of the Somerville-Arlington Continuum of Care. Arlington participates in monthly meetings with service providers 
including coordinated entry and the application process for the Emergency Shelter Grant (ESG). This year, Arlington's Point in Time count of 
unsheltered homeless people was conducted by representatives from Arlington's Planning and Community Development Department, the 
Arlington Police Department, and Arlington's Department of Health and Human Services. Over the course of the year the Police Department and 
the Department of Health and Human Services has been doing weekly outreach to Arlington's homeless population. Again this year the group 
brought resources to provide to people, including non-perishable food and toiletries, coats, and a grocery store gift card. 

The HCA has four (4) units dedicated to formerly homeless households in the Capitol Square project, and one (1) in the Kimball Farmer House. 
HCA's formerly homeless tenants receive social services and assistance from the Somerville Homeless Coalition, a member of the Somerville- 
Arlington Continuum of Care (CoC). In addition, HCA runs the Homelessness Prevention Fund (HPF) through which it raises 100% private funds 
from Arlington residents in an Annual Appeal for making small grants to income-eligible households to prevent homelessness. These grants 
assist with back rent, first month's rent, moving costs, and/or security deposits. The maximum grant is $1,500. The recipients must show they 
will be stable for at least six months to receive a grant. HCA raises approximately $30,000 annually for the program. Since its inception, HCA 
has provided over 600 grants totaling over one million dollars. 

Arlington also has a Director of Veterans' Services or a Veterans' Services Officer (VSO). This department assist's Arlington veterans with 
homelessness prevention or eradication. Through the State Mass General Law Chapter 115 program, Arlington helps veterans with a variety of 
needs, including providing them with three days of immediate housing in a local hotel. Assistance beyond temporary shelter is coordinated 
through Court Street in Boston where they can access additional benefits, including signing up for HUD's Veterans Affairs Supportive Housing 
(VASH) vouchers. The Director of Veterans' Services has not worked with any homeless veterans this year.

Arlington refers clients to social service providers in the Somerville-Arlington Continuum of Care and work with the providers on developing 
performance standards, policies and procedures. 

The town participates in meetings with the Somerville-Arlington Continuum of Care and helps to make decisions for ESG funds. 
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Arlington and Somerville have begun discussing merging our Continuum of Care with the larger Balance of State Continuum of Care. From 
Arlington's perspective we see this as a positive change as this would increase the area to which we would be able to refer people who are in 
need of housing and support.

Once 
contacted by a resident, the Board of Health conducts a lead determination if 
there is a child under the age of six residing at a property. An inspector tests 
painted areas in the home to determine if lead is present. If a positive result is 
found, then the Lead Inspector orders the owner of the property to bring the 
home into compliance. In the past year the Health Department has conducted four 
home inspections and issued orders to owners for compliance.The Health 
Department is also a partner in addressing homelessness in Arlington and is 
spearheading a committee to address homelessness in Arlington. Coordination 
with this department helps to better understand the challenges of lead and 
homelessness here in Arlington. The CDBG Administrator will continue to work 
closely with this department to remain updated on these challenges in the 
community, along with general needs of all Arlington residents that could be 
addressed through CDBG.

1. Summary of citizen participation process/Efforts made to broaden citizen participation 
Summarize citizen participation process and how it impacted goal-setting 

This year's Citizen Participation process began in November with the recruitment of three Arlington residents to the CDBG 
Subcommittee. Resident involvement is a new element of the subcommittee and will continue to improve citizen engagement with the 
Community Development Block Grant. The three new members reviewed all CDBG applications, attended public hearings, and helped make 
funding decisions for 2019-2020. They will also be assisting in additional community engagement throughout the year, specifically during 
Community Development Week and during the Consolidated Plan engagement process.

Also, every year a town committee, Envision Arlington, conducts a town-wide survey. This year's survey included a number of CDBG-related 
questions, asking residents how they would allocate CDBG dollars. These responses will be taken into account when conducting the 
Consolidated Planning process and were also helpful when deciding on funding recommendations for 2019-2020: Parks and Recreation were 
cited as a top priority for both residents at large and for residents who make a low- to moderate-income; in helping to make CDBG funding 
decisions, having the Envision Arlington survey results was an added data point. One of our highest requests for CDBG for 2019-2020 is the 
Lussiano Playground at the Thompson School. This request came with many letters of community support, but it is additionally helpful to hear 
that so many individuals see this as a critical use of CDBG dollars. The CDBG Subcommittee has recommended funding this request at 
$200,000. Please see attached Envision Arlington survey summary. 

In addition, in January and February, legal notices were published in four local papers announcing the application deadline to request funds for 
the upcoming program year and announcing the public hearing dates for review of the proposals for 2019-2020. These legal notices ran in four 
(4) newspapers, in Chinese, Spanish, and English to broaden citizen participation. A number of people attended to discuss the work of their 
organization and to speak to their 2019-2020 application, including representatives from the following organizations: the Council on Aging, 
Housing Corporation of Arlington, Food Link, the Recreation Department, and Fidelity House. 

Notice of the public hearing was posted on the Town website, and subsequent public meetings held by the CDBG Subcommittee were also 
posted on the Town website. An additional legal notice announcing the thirty day public comment period on the Draft Annual Action Plan was 
also published in the local newspaper in April. The public comment period runs through early May. 
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On April 23, the Town held a Community Development Week celebration, during which elected officials and Town staff visited two highly CDBG- 
funded projects: Food Link's new operations facility and the Housing Corporation of Arlington's 20 Westminster, an adaptive reuse project 
where a church is being rehabilitated and turned into a nine-unit affordable housing development. The tour was taken in the Council on Aging 
van, an element of the Council on Aging Transportation Program which also receives CDBG funding. The event was publicized on the social 
media of the Town, town staff, and local elected officials. 

The CDBG Subcommittee met on April 15, 2020 to discuss the CDBG-CV allocation of $659,903, and made recommendations on how to program 
the CDBG-CV funds as well as to discuss the request to reprogram funds from the 2019-2020 CDBG allocation. This was a public meeting.

Non-Entitlement funds that will be used to further the goals of 
the Strategic Plan may include: the Town of Arlington, private foundations, and organizations. The following leveraged resources are anticipated 
during the upcoming program year: 

Town General Funds: The projected Town budget commits resources for the priority activities including Public Park, Facilities, and Infrastructure, 
Health and Human Services (HHS), and Economic Development. 

Affordable Housing Resources: Affordable Housing Developments are likely to utilize a variety of local, state, federal, and private housing 
resources including Community Preservation Act funding, Low Income Housing Tax Credits, the Mass Rental Voucher Program, funds for historic 
preservation, state and federal historic tax credits, HOME funding, private foundation support, and private mortgage financing. The Housing 
Corporation of Arlington hopes to receive $40,000 from the CharlesBank Homes Foundation. 

Philanthropy: The Boys and Girls Club receives funding from the United Way. The Housing Corporation of Arlington raises private donations 
from Town residents and businesses from a Walk for Affordable Housing, Homeless Prevention Appeal letter, and Annual Meeting and 
Membership dues. 

Section 8 Funds: Section 8 is administered by the Arlington Housing Authority and provides rental subsidies to approximately 400 Arlington 
households. 

Community Preservation Act: Community Preservation Act fund resources will be used for affordable housing, public facilities, and capital 
improvements.

This year, in FY20, publically-owned land, the Lussiano Playground, will be reconstructed. This will address the open space and recreation goal in 
the Town's Consolidated Plan. 

Discussion 

As the final year in the five year Consolidated Plan, we are on track to reach most of the goal set forth. This annual action plan will help the 
Town address the following Consolidated Plan goals: 


Of the goals listed above, Goal #5 Public Parks and Open Spaces is the most critical to be addressed this year as very little CDBG funding has gone 
toward this goal in the past four years. Additionally, the Town will fall short of goal #3 Housing Rehabilitation. For a number of years the CDBG 
Subcommittee has been discussing the need for this program and has decided that the lack of eligible applicants warrants not funding the 
program in 2019-2020. 

The amount in "Prior Year Resources" totals $450,000. The ADA-Compliant Sidewalk Ramp project will rollover any program year 18 funds 
that are unspent as of June 30, 2019, which currently amounts to $172,281.18 to complete the ongoing work ADA-compliant curb cuts. Likely 
this funding will be spent down. The Arlington Home Rehab Program is expected to roll over $250,000 for any unfinished work that begun in 
PY18.

Introduction 

For the first time in the five year Consolidated Plan, the highest priority is Public Facilities and Improvements and not 

Rehabilitation/Housing. This is due to two factors: first, with this being the fifth year of a five year plan, the Town needed to support a project 
that was addressing the Consolidated Plan goal of Recreation and Outdoor Space, as this Annual Action Plan does through the funding of the 
Lussiano Playground Reconstruction at $200,000. Also helping to address this goal is the design work being funded for ADA improvements at 
Wellington Park. The second factor contributing to the change in funding priority is the decision to not fund the Arlington Home Rehabilitation 
Program this coming program year. This program has not had enough interest from eligible residents to continue to receive funding. For this 
reason, Rehabilitation/Housing is receiving $350,000 and Public Facilities and Infrastructure is receiving $595,000. This year, HCA's energy 
efficiency project to add solar to one of their affordable housing rental properties will help reduce the cost of housing for residents, all of whom 
make a low- to moderate-income. Public Services, as has been true historically, are town and non-profit programs that provide important 
services to residents. Planning projects will help address transportation through a mobility plan and planners, funded with CDBG will assist with 
this and other planning and zoning projects helping to advance CDBG work.

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Describe the reasons for allocation priorities and any obstacles to addressing underserved needs 

The Town continues to invest in affordable housing. Over one-quarter of this year's CDBG funds are allocated for capital improvements to 
Arlington's affordable rental housing and to the adoption of energy efficiency improvements to reduce tenant costs. This percent could have 
been greater but the Town has decided not to fund the Arlington Home Rehabilitation Program in 2019-2020. As outlined in the Consolidated 
Plan, the town continues to invest in ADA improvements with a dramatic increase from year's passed as this year includes the design of an ADA- 
compliant trail at Wellington Park and the annual ADA-compliant sidewalk ramps. 

ADA-Compliant Sidewalk Ramps will utilize any unspent funds from PY18 and roll it into their PY19 allocation. If all funds are spent than the 
work will continue in July with their PY19 allocation of $140,000. 

Also, while the program is not receiving any new funding, the Arlington Home Rehabilitation Program is going to be finishing out the rehab jobs 
they have underway this program year in program year 19. Estimation for the amount used on these jobs to wrap up this program year into the 
next year is $250,000.

Enough affordable housing continues to be a challenge for Arlington. The Town has a very low vacancy rate and the cost of housing continues to 
rise. Being a dense community with very little vacant land for new development, the cost to build affordable housing is high and is very 
competitive. Even with these challenges, the Town is lucky to have a local private developer that has two new affordable housing development 
projects in the pipeline that will bring 48 new units to Arlington. As is the case with developing affordable housing, however, this development 
has been in the works for years as the developer has been putting together the financing. Additional barriers include the cost per unit; Arlington 
has access to HOME funds and does allocate it to these projects, but the high cost of land and to create these homes means the average cost per 
unit can be higher than is acceptable under HOME regulations. 

Actions it planned to remove or ameliorate the negative effects of public policies that serve as barriers to affordable housing such 
as land use controls, tax policies affecting land, zoning ordinances, building codes, fees and charges, growth limitations, and 
policies affecting the return on residential investment 

As was outlined in the previous Annual Action Plan, Town Meeting began at the end of April. At this Town Meeting, the Department of Planning 
and Community Development proposed several changes to the Zoning Bylaw that would ease the zoning restrictions on the development of 
multi-family housing. Included in these proposals was an increase to the percent of affordable housing a developer must include as the number 
of units increases. Together, these efforts would mean an increase in housing, including affordable housing. Unfortunately, this zoning changes 
were not accepted by Town Meeting.

Introduction 


As is standard practice, the Consolidated Plan helped shape the Year 5 Annual Action Plan, the final year covered by this Consolidated Plan. The 
activities selected for Year 5 funding were chosen through a formal solicitation process and will provide services and address identified needs for 
residents of all ages, and make immediate impacts to residents who make a low- to moderate-income. Arlington continuing to expand its 
accessibility improvements throughout town; Year 5 again includes ADA-compliant sidewalk ramp work and the design of an ADA-compliant 
path at Wellington Park. 

Actions planned to address obstacles to meeting underserved needs 

As was mentioned above, the Department of Planning and Community Development continues to work to propose changes to the Zoning Bylaw 
which will help to address the region's housing shortage, including affordable housing. Secondly, the Town will continue to leverage additional 
funding for town-wide planning projects, including providing Community Preservation Act fund resources in partnership with CDBG-funded 
projects. Lastly, before Town Meeting this year will also be the approval of accessory dwelling units which could allow residents to share their 
homes which could help offset the cost of housing. 

Additionally, the Town is currently working with the Institute for Human Centered Design on an ADA self-evaluation and transition plan which 
the Town will use to help determine all work needed to be down to address accessibility, which CDBG funding will likely be utilized to help 
address. 

Actions planned to foster and maintain affordable housing 

As mentioned previously, the Town supports affordable housing financially and through policy. In Year 5 the Town has decided to not fund the 
Arlington Home Rehabilitation Program, the town's home improvement loan program, due to continued lack of eligible applicants. While this 
program was a part of the Town's effort to address affordable housing and improving the housing stock, the program was no longer proving to 
be providing a service to residents. This year, funding has been allocated to the upkeep of affordable housing by the Housing Corporation of 
Arlington, whose demand for affordable rental housing remains high, along with funding the installation of solar panels on Capital Square, the 
savings from which will be passed along to the residents at a rate of 85% of the savings, helping to bring down the cost of housing for residents 
making a low- to moderate-income. 
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Actions planned to reduce lead-based paint hazards 


The Town and the Malden Redevelopment Authority will ensure compliance with Massachusetts lead laws on all homebuyer assistance and 
developer-driven projects, homeowner and rental. All new affordable housing is lead-free. 

The Arlington Health Department was consulted on the Town's response to lead in homes. Once contacted by a resident, the Board of Health 
conducts a lead determination if there is a child under the age of six residing at a property. An inspector tests painted areas in the home to 
determine if lead is present. If a positive result is found, the Lead Inspector orders the owner of the property to bring the home into compliance. 
In the past year the Health Department has not conducted a home inspection or issued an order to owners for compliance. The Health 
Department will continue this method of addressing lead in Arlington homes. 

Actions planned to reduce the number of poverty-level families 

In 2019-2020, the Housing Corporation of Arlington has applied to add solar panels to their Capital Square building. HCA has committed to 
providing residents with 85% of these savings which will help reduce the amount they spend on housing. Additionally, the public services that 
provide childcare, including Fidelity House and the Arlington Boys and Girls Club, theoretically allow parents to hold jobs while their children are 
being cared for. 

Actions planned to develop institutional structure 

Again this year the CDBG Subcommittee utilized the Grant Evaluation Criteria, which were included in the annual application, to score each 
application. The final scores were provided at the public meeting to the Select Board and as part of the report to Town Meeting. 

Actions planned to enhance coordination between public and private housing and social service agencies 

The Town benefits from a strong network of Arlington-based providers as well as a network of regional housing and human services providers. 
The Town directly operates quality programs through its Department of Health and Human Services, which will ensure coordination of its 
programs with regional providers. Also, the Town recently created a Human Services Network which is a chance for all service providers in Town 
to share resources. The Housing Corporation of Arlington and the Arlington Housing Authority communicate when there is a need for a unit, 
especially when there is an immediate need for housing and a person is facing homelessness. Finally, the Town acts as a first point of contact for 
people when they are in need of housing; while the Town does not have its own units to provide, the Town is able to provide residents 
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information on how to contact the entities in Town that may have units and to get on their waitlists. The Town also coordinates its housing 
agenda with the surrounding towns through its membership in the North Suburban HOME Consortium.

Summary of Citizen Participation and Responses for Program Year 45 Substantial Amendment 

May 7, 2020 

The Program Year 45 Substantial Amendment was released for public review and comment on April 30, 
2020, kicking off a 5-day public comment period as allowed by the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) through the use of a waiver. I notified HUD that the Town of Arlington would 
be utilizing the waiver on Monday, April 27, 2020. The following is a summary of the citizen participation 
regarding the Substantial Amendment to date. The Citizen Participation Plan has also been amended to 
ensure that, locally, the Town of Arlington fulfills its obligations for citizen participation. 

The CDBG Subcommittee met on April 15, 2020 to discuss the additional allocation of CDBG-CV funds 
from the CARES Act. This was a public meeting, held virtually, and all materials were made public prior 
to the start of the meeting. 1 The agenda included time for public comment and written comments were 
accepted. The following is a summary of comments and responses:

RE: Funding Request for Medford/Chestnut Street Traffic Calming Project 

Summary:This proposal seeks $125,000. In funding from the recently allocated funds for a 
consultant to research and design traffic calming measures at the pedestrian crossings at 
Medford/Chestnut Street intersections. For many years these crossings have been found to be 
increasingly dangerous by those who need to use them, most frequently by the over 100 low-income 
senior residents of the HUD Arlington Housing Authority building, Chestnut Manor. 

The recent car accident which killed a senior citizen who was in the Chestnut Street crosswalk 
brought renewed attention to the need to improve pedestrian safety. Meetings with Police Chief 
Flaherty concluded that making physical changes in the street scape by employing traffic calming 
measures would be the most effective way to increase pedestrian safety. 

This consultant would work with the traffic expert at CPCD, Department of Public Works, the 
Arlington Police Department, and representatives from the neighborhood including at least one from 
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the Chestnut Manor Tenants Association to design a plan which would result in greater pedestrian 
safety at the Medford street/Chestnut Street crossings. The Traffic Advisory Committee was not 
included because it already has a long waiting list of projects to review which means it would not be 
able to give this time-sensitive project its immediate attention plus its focus is on regulatory traffic 
controls. 

Narrative: Over 100 low-income seniors live in the AHA's Chestnut Manor Building located at 
Medford Street and Chestnut Street. Bordered by Mount Pleasant Cemetery in back and a large 
apartment complex and other buildings on the left, the seniors must cross the Medford 
Street/Chestnut Street intersections to visit their churches, Arlington Center shops, and Whittemore 
Park. 

These crossings have proven to be very dangerous with many near accidents and just last 
December 31st, a 70 year -old woman using a cane was killed in the crosswalk by a car traveling at 
the posted speed limit. She was on her way to mass at the Saint Agnes church. 

This tragic accident brought needed attention to the problems with the intersections by the police 
department. The department began posting police cars there on a regular basis. Despite the 
attention of police, some residents have told me that they no longer leave the building. 

A traffic calming project will eliminate the need for constant police presence by making physical 
changes to the street scape. These changes intentionally force drivers to slow down. Neighboring 
municipalities such as Somerville, Cambridge, Belmont, Lexington have successfully used traffic 
calming to increase pedestrian safety. These measures include raised crosswalks, speed tables, 
neckdowns, and in-cross-walks lights. 

Police Chief Flaherty has been long concerned about these dangerous crosswalks and as the Town 
Meeting for precinct 9 in which these crosswalks are located, I have had a number of lengthy 
discussions with her about them, both in person and on the telephone. 

In our discussions, we noted that since the car involved in the recent accident was traveling at the 
speed limit, no increased law enforcement would have prevented that accident or additional future 
accidents. Consequently, we reviewed a number of possible traffic calming measures that have 
been used successfully in other towns and concluded that a consultant could inform the town which 
of the possible measures would work best at these intersections. 

In terms of availability of CBG funds, one possibility is that the $125,000. for annual DPW Curb 
Ramp Program be delayed for a year and the monies put forward toward a Traffic Calming Program 
for the Medford Street/Chestnut Street pedestrian crossings. 

These funds would allow the town to meet the immediate need of allowing low-income senior 
citizens to access their churches, stores, and parks. The DPW could contribute in-kind assistance 
from the engineering department and implement the design. The police department traffic division 
could contribute traffic statistics and regulation to aid the consultant in the study and act as 
organizational home. However, neither of them has funds available for a traffic calming study and 
design.

Diane and Erin, 

Thank you for this opportunity to comment on the plan for spending the CARES Act funding. It 
will be welcome relief to many in these difficult times. I have not seen any numbers on how many 
Arlington families are in financial distress, but if the percentages are anything like the rest of the 
state it must number in the many hundreds and probably in the thousands. I appreciate the difficulty 
of your task in having only a short time to create a plan and gather public input. 

A quick disclaimer - my wife and I are retired, our mortgage is paid off, and our Social Security 
comes in every month. Our stimulus checks are earmarked for patronizing local business and 
contributing to local charities that we think are having an immediate impact in COVID relief. The 
method that these CARES act funds are dispersed will have no direct impact on us. 

Whether these funds go for rent, food, health care, or some other urgent need, they will do some 
good. But I would like to play the Devil's Advocate role here in discussing the disbursement of 
$400,000 of these funds for rental assistance. 

First, this immediately excludes more than 60% of Arlington households from assistance. That 
leaves about 7500 households in town that rent. The funds are sufficient for assisting only 1% of 
these households. 

It will be a painful decision to select among the many hundreds of likely qualified applicants. I do 
not envy whoever has that task. I also wonder about the administrative overhead to handle the 
paperwork. It is inevitable that a vast majority of the applicants will have to be denied. There will 
probably be complaints of unfairness, and comparisons to the debacle of the federal loan program 
for small businesses. There will be scrutiny as to which landlords garnered the most benefit from 
the reimbursements and jealousies if it seems unbalanced. Perhaps an example of Good deeds 
rarely going unpunished. 

On a more constructive note, I offer some alternative thoughts. Some communities have programs 
which simultaneously help both local restaurants and those who have to choose between food or 
paying the rent. Our neighbors in Medford are setting up such a program, privately funded. Here is 
part of a Medford transcript article from last week describing the program, 
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"Medford is getting behind its local businesses. Thanks to the city and the Medford Chamber of 
Commerce, the COVID-19 Relief Fund aims to support local restaurants and get food to people who 
need help. 

Through Venmo, GoFundMe and checks mailed to the chamber, community donations will provide 
monetary support to local restaurants who will then cook meals to be provided free to local 
nonprofits. 

“We’re working together to create a program to help the restaurants and give people a way to 
donate,” Mayor Breanna Lungo-Koehn said. “Hopefully, the food will go to people in need.” 

“Everyone knows the restaurants are in trouble and we need to do something to help them,” added 
Chamber President and owner of Medford Electronics John Costas. “The idea is to give them some 
money and use that to prepare food for the elderly and other vulnerable people at a cost lower than 
what they’ll be getting. They’ll be paid to make food and be able to make some money. The 
restaurants still have expenses and are having trouble paying their employees. You need profit to 
stay in business.” 

"In addition to the elderly, poor families and other vulnerable people in the city, she sees meals 
going to first responders and employees in nursing homes and at social service agencies." 

I do not know the logistical problems in food distribution to those in need, and perhaps this would 
not work at the $400K funding level. But I offer it as an alternate approach to reaching more people 
with a more immediate need, that of feeding their families daily.

The subcommittee prepares and recommends to the full Select Board a 
preliminary budget of the Town J s annual Community Development Block Grant 
allocations for Board approval. 

Through the Coronavirus Aid, Relief, and Economic Security Act (CARES Act) 
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passed by Congress in late March, the Town of Arlington was awarded $659,903 in 
additional Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) funding. This additional 
allocation is known as CDBG-CV, and is required to assist low- to moderate- 
income households, persons, and businesses impacted by COVID-19. 

In order to utilize the CDBG-CV funds, the Town of Arlington must complete a 
substantial amendment of the Annual Action Plan for the Federal Fiscal Year 
2019. The substantial amendment will program the CDBG-CV funds to be used for a 
Small Business COVID-10 Grant Program, a Tenant Assistance Program, and to 
support the work of public service agencies that are responding to the 
coronavirus pandemic. Additionally, $150,000 of CDBG funds will be reprogrammed 
to support the Flousing Corporation of Arlington's capital improvement program 
and its Flomelessness Prevention Program, which supports Arlington residents that 
are at risk of homelessness. The substantial amendment may be viewed on the CDBG

The CDBG Subcommittee met on April 15, 2020, to make recommendations on the use 
of the CDBG-CV funds and on the reprogramming of other funds. The Select Board 
will consider endorsing this substantial amendment during their meeting on May 
4, 2020. 

The CARES Act loosened certain procedural requirements by providing a waiver of 
the standard 30 day comment period. The waiver allows a comment period of no 
less than 5 days in order to program the funding quickly and efficiently. As 
such, the Town of Arlington is amending its Citizen Participation Plan by 
revising the public comment period for amendments in response to state and 
national emergencies from 30 calendar days to 5 calendar days. 

The public comment period begins on April 30th and ends on May 6th at 4 PM. 
Public comments may be submitted to Erin Zwirko, Interim Community Development 
Program Manager, at ezwirko i ffltown.arlin e ton.ma.us . All comments received will be 
included in the substantial amendment that is submitted to the U.S. Department 
of Flousing and Urban Development.

Hi Erin., 

I hope you're doing well and had a good weekend and you and your own are staying 
healthy and safe during these times. I am writing to submit my formal comments 
regarding the CARES Act additional CDB grants. They are as follows: 

Please note that background and knowledge informing my comments ans suggestions 
are based on my lived experiences as a lifelong renter who has lived in both 
market rate and affordable housing (through the Housing Corp of Arlington for the 
past six years) and who also has (as of last November) a Section 8 voucher holder. 
Additionally, I am a reporter who often covers the housing beat, so have somewhat 
more than a rudimentary understanding of housing economics and policies, esp those 
that affect lower income tenants. And finally, I am the former coordinator of the 
local tenants advocacy group, the Tenants for A Livable Arlington and I still run 
the email list and field queries and comments from Arlington renters about 
concerns and challenges they are facing as tenants in this town. 

I am glad that the bulk of CDBG funding the Town is procuring through the federal 
CARES ACt--some $400K--will mostly be going to offer direct relief on rental 
payments. I was mostly in agreement with the Select Board and others on TM call 
last week that the original cap of $4000/mo per household seemed like way too much 
money for most households and by substantially lessening that amount for the 
majority would be eligible to receive, one could help many more households and 
likely those being in the most need. 

I also generally agree with the CBDG Subcommittee that $2000/mo cap is much more 
reasonable and in line with what many eligible households will be paying for rent 
and this should allow the Town to assist many more households (the goal I think 
being to help approximately 70 households now, up from the original estimate of 30 
households under the $4000/mo cap). 

That being said, I know there may be some larger households--families of 4 or 5-- 
who are lower income that are eligible by the 80% AMI and under mark standard, but 
are renting 2-3 BR apts for more than $2000/mo who may be in dire need during this 
crisis and I hope they will still have an option to access this relief. 

I am hoping that the Town will have at least some flexibility for such households 
under some extenuating circumstance clause, esp if these households have young 
children and/or older family members that need caregiving. Otherwise, my fear is 
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if the $2000/mo cap is adhered to too stringently, that it will disenfranchises 
those families who would otherwise be eligible for assistance by income standards 
and threaten young children or elders with potential homelessness, which should be 
a top priority of our Town to help prevent. 

I think a better way to gauge need for these families is to consider Fair Market 
Rents (FMR) for the given unit and family size, according to HUD. For a 1BR apt in 
Arlington, FMR is just under $2000/mo. But for a 2 BR ,it is in the $2300/mo 
range and for a 3BR apt, it is just under $2800/mo 

(See: https://www.rentdata.or g /states/massachusetts 12020 ) . Please make note that 
FMR are often set lower than overall market rates for the given area, so even 
these tend to be lower than what many comparable units of such sizes are actually 
priced at. 

Additionally, unfortunately many families may be paying half or more of their 
incomes to rent, and so I also hope income eligibility along with rent burden will 
be considered — and finally, that those with disabilities also be given special 
considerations. That being said, I know that the majority of rental units in 
Arlington are 1 BR and single occupancy, so likely paying under the $2000/mo 
range, so these other families I am concerned about will be in the minority. 

In fact many households, may be several hundred dollars under this rate--maybe in 
the $1200 - $1600/mo range, in which case I hope this can offset any potential 
offerings to larger families living in multi-bedroom units that might exceed this 
$@K/mo cap and maximize the amount of families who receive assistance overall. I 
hope that the Town can even exceed 70 and perhaps assist closer to 100 households. 
Nonetheless I hope the minority families living in larger units and with larger 
families will still be considered. 

My other comment is regarding awareness and distribution. I am hoping the Town 
makes eligible households aware of these funds and expands access through as many 
networks as possible. Specifically, I would strongly urge the Town to partner with 
other municipal groups, commissions and committees toward achieving that end, 
including the Diversity Taskforce Group, the Fluman Rights Commission, the Rainbow 
Commission and the Disability Commission. I also would highly suggest the Town 
confer with its newly hired diversity and inclusion officer about the 
dissemination of these funds and getting the word out. 

I would implore them to consider reaching out to groups that advocate on 
disability rights and needs in the Boston metro area, such as the Boston Center 
for Independent Living, the Disability Policy Consortium and the Disability Law 
Center. The BCIL has a caseload of patrons in Arlington who may be in need of 
these funds and they as well as the DPC and DLC, likely have many good ideas on 
how to ensure equitable access and expanded awareness of this rent relief program 
to local disabled populations. Moreover, Cambridge-Somerville Legal Services and 
City Life/Vida Urbana both work offering help and assistance to tenants in dire 
straits--including those local to Arlington--and could potentially help identify 
local households in urgent need of rent relief and may be able to offer referrals 
to eligible tenants to the programs. I hope the Town will add these legal service 
groups to their network. 
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Finally, while I know it is not the highest priority and there may not be funds 
specific to this earmark that could be applied to these additional issues--I do 
have pressing concerns about both broadband access for lower income families and 
air conditioning needs as the weather warms. 

It could be argued in general that broadband in recent years has evolved from a 
luxury to a necessity. But this is especially true during the pandemic, with lower 
income families requiring broadband to now work from home at jobs they previously 
did onsite and/or to enable their children to access online learning options. And 
yet, the Boston areas offers little in the way of resources for such access. Our 
two major providers--RCN and Comcast--have monopolies that set prices at their 
discretion. While Comcast has a discount program for low income families, it has 
rigid eligibility guidelines that would exclude many needy households (can't have 
had interne connection previously, etc.). RCN has no such alternative. As I have 
read, CDBG can and have been used to enable more equitable access to broadband 
( https: //www.hudexchan e e.info/faqs72730/can-community-development-block- g rant- 
cdb g -funds-be-used-to-fund/ ’) . I would ask the Town to make sure this is something 
they are aware of and hope to address. One recent study found that only approximately 
half of the K-12 families in the bottom fifth of income distribution had access to the resources necessary to utilize 
online/distance learning, including lack of affordable or viable broadband. That compares to 90% preparedness for families in 
the top fifth income distribution. 

As for air conditioning, many renters living in apts that lack a/c--esp on top 
floors--often suffer from stifling heat, putting them at higher risk of heat 
stroke and heat related death in the summer months. In other summer seasons, the 
Town and other places would offer cooling centers for seniors and other at-risk 
populations to attend and experience a reprieve from dangerous temperatures during 
heat waves. That will obviously likely not be an option for much or most (if any) 
of the summer due to the pandemic and the need for social distancing. 

And so I hope that the Town will have this on their radar, and consider earmarking 
funds if there are any leftover to provide eligible households with free window or 
portable units as needed or other features that cool units. As far as I 
understand, CDBG funds have been used to this end as well 

( https ://therivardreport.com/citv-council-a p proves-final-fundin g -to-install-air- 
conditionin g -in-public -housin g/’) . so while it may not be applicable for the CARE 
Act funding, it's something to consider for other CDBG.

Thank you for this opportunity to comment on the plan for spending the 
CARES Act funding. It should be noted that there has not been proper opportunity 
the fact that you voted already on the allocation of this funding on May 4 although 
not yet ended. Comments period ends at 4:00 p.m. today. May 6. Does that mean 
compliance with HUD rules for public participation? 

In my letter f April 14 I wrote that I hoped that the suggested rental assistance together with the recommended 
business assistance would be implemented with due transparency and inclusion of public participation in 
development of guidelines. Obviously that has not been the case. 

That aside I thank you for rejecting the inappropriate suggestion of the Planning Director that rental assistance 
could be provided to residents wealthy enough to afford $4,000 monthly rents.

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Also, with respect to the Funds to be Reprogrammed and, specifically, regarding the DPW Curb Ramp Program I 
suggested that you consider safety improvements for Chestnut Manor Residents currently under discussion by 
Jo Anne Preston and the Chief of Police. Despite the hazard to the low income senior population there as 
exemplified by a recent pedestrian fatality you chose to ignore that instead referring the matter to the 
Transportation Advisory Committee although you must be aware that would significantly delay resolution of 
that urgent problem. 

However, regardless of your decision to essentially disregard the safety of Chestnut Manor residents it is 
outrageous that the CDBG moneys could be designated for use at this time for the ongoing standard DPW Curb 
Ramp Program rather than to alleviate Covid-19 related suffering in Arlington. I would like to register my strong 
objection if the Ramp Program has been approved in your final vote. As you know from the letter you received 
from federal authorities, the CARES ACT, Public Law 116-136 is designed "to respond to the growing effects of 
this historic health crisis."

Endorsement of CDBG Application 

We are pleased to submit the Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) application for program year 45 
(July 1 , 2019 through June 30 , 2020 ). Applications were due on January 10 , 2019 and reviewed on February 11 , 
2019 at the Select Board public hearing. The CDBG Subcommittee met on March 5 , 2019 and March 12 , 2019 to 
review the applications and develop the following budget for the use of CDBG funds. This memorandum 
describes each of the requests and the recommended budget allocations. 

The Town of Arlington expects to receive $1,100,241 in new grant funds from the U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development for the period July 1 , 2019 through June 30 , 2020 . This is a reduction of $11,114 from 
the current year's allocation. The potential reduction is based upon a 1 % reduction from the current program 
year allocation. In addition, the Town also anticipants new program income and reprogrammed prior year's 
CDBG funds. Refer to attached spreadsheet for further details. The following proposed allocations would 
expend the total anticipated amount of $1,360,241. 

This annual funding recommendation is based on an estimation of funding available to the Town and subject to 
an increase or decrease, depending on federal allocations. Were the Town to receive less than the estimated 
allocation, the CDBG Subcommittee would suggest that the following applications receive a reduction in their 
funding allocation: the Housing Corporation of Arlington's Capital Improvements, the Disability Commission and 
the DPW's ADA Compliant Curb Cuts, and Food Link's Site Development. Were the Town to receive more than 
the estimated amount, the CDBG Subcommittee would suggest that the additional money will be allocated to 
the Arlington Recreation Department's application for the Lussiano Playground, and potentially reassessing the 
funding available for public service activities within the statutory limit. Should CDBG funding be eliminated, the 
town will consider a plan to address service and programming impacts. 

The following is a summary of the requests for funds and the corresponding recommended allocations. Each 
request has been placed into one of five categories: Rehabilitation/Housing, Public Services, Public Facilities and 
Improvements, Planning, and Administration. 

Projects/activities must meet one of the following HUD National Objectives: 

Low/Moderate Income Area Benefit (LMA): the project/activity meets the needs of persons residing in an 
area where at least 33.67% of the residents make a low or moderate income. 


Low/Moderate Income Clientele (LMC): the activity benefits a group of persons (rather than residents in a 



particular area) 51% of whom make a low- or moderate-income. The following groups are presumed to 
make a low- to moderate-income: abused children, battered spouses, elderly persons, and adults meeting 
the U.S. Bureau of Census' Current Population Reports definition of "severely disabled," homeless persons, 
illiterate adults and persons living with AIDS. 

Low/Moderate Housing (LMH): the project will provide or improve permanent residential structures which, 
upon completion, will be occupied by households that make a low- to moderate-income. This includes but is 
not limited to acquisition or rehabilitation. Housing can be either owner or renter occupied units in one 
family or multi-family structures. 

Slum or Blighted Area (SBA): the project is in a designated slum/blighted area as defined under State or local 
law and will address conditions that qualified the area as slum or blighted. 

Spot Blight (SBS): the project will prevent or eliminate specific conditions of blight or physical decay outside 
a slum area. Activities are limited to clearance, historic preservation, rehabilitation of buildings, but only to 
the extent necessary to eliminate conditions detrimental to public health and safety.

REHABILITATIOIM/HOUSING 

Affordable Housing Portfolio Capital Improvements. HousinR Corporation of Arlineton: This request 
for $200,000 would be used to make improvements to HCA's portfolio of existing affordable rental 
housing. This project is expected to benefit six households and complies with national objective LMH. 
Funding is recommended at $200,000. 

Solar Panel Installation. Housing Corporation of Arlington: This request for $150,000 would be used 
to install sola'r panels on Capital Square Apartments, a three-building complex on Mass Ave in East 
Arlington. This project would benefit thirty-two (32) households. Funding is recommended at 
$150,000. 

Home Rehabilitation Loan Program. Arlington Home Rehabilitation Loan Program: This request for 
$165,000 would provide property owners of one- to four-family homes who make a low- to 
moderate-income with a low-interest (1.75%) and deferred-payment loan to assist with the 
renovation of their properties. The loans enable the owners to make repairs, bring properties into 
compliance with building, health and safety code standards, and abate lead-based paint. The 
Arlington Home Rehabilitation Program also provides technical and contractor procurement services. 
This project is expected to benefit 10 households and complies with national objective LMH. Due to 
an ongoing reduction in income-eligible applicants and qualifying properties, CDBG funding is not 
recommended this year. 

PUBLIC SERVICES 

Scholarship Program. Arlington Bovs & Girls Club: This request for $20,000 would provide 
scholarships to income-eligible households who participate in Boys & Girls Club activities. The 
program provides financial assistance to households with limited resources for such activities as after 
school care, summer camp, instructional classes, and preschool. Each recipient is also required to 
share in the cost of the program, based on their ability to pay. This project is expected to benefit 50 
individuals and complies with national objective LMC. Funding is recommended at $19,400. 

Jobs, Jobs. Jobs Program. Arlington Bovs & Girls Club: This request for $5,000 would fund a summer 
employment program for income-eligible youth in grades nine, ten, and eleven. Funding would pay 
for the teens to be employed as recreation assistants at the club and would provide service to other 
income-qualified youth. The program provides teens the opportunity to learn job skills, including skills 
in childcare, and recreation leadership skills. This project is expected to benefit eight (8) individuals 
and complies with national objective LMC. Funding is recommended at $4,475. 

Athletic Scholarships. Arlington High School: This request for $8,500 would provide athletic 
scholarships for Arlington High School students. The funds would be used for income-eligible students 








who cannot afford to pay the annual activity fee for various athletic programs offered. This project is 
expected to benefit 30 individuals and complies with national objective LMC. Funding is 
recommended at $7,900. 

Operation Success Learning Center. Arlington Housing Authority: This request for $6,000 would pay 
for the operating costs of a homework support program for junior high school students living in 
Menotomy Manor, an Arlington Housing Authority property. Trained volunteers and active and 
retired teachers from the community provide homework tutoring. This project is expected to benefit 
28 individuals and complies with national objective LMA. Funding is recommended at $6,000. 

Mental Health Counseling and Support Services. Arlington Youth Counseling Center (AYCC): This 

request for $15,000 would subsidize the costs of counseling services to income-eligible households 
including free and reduced-fee mental health counseling and medication treatment, case 
management services for vulnerable Arlington residents, and therapeutic groups and support services 
for victims and survivors of domestic violence. The CDBG allocation defrays the cost of out-of-pocket 
expenses that are not covered by a client's insurance or is used for children and families that are 
without support or cannot afford the fee scale. This project is expected to benefit 70 individuals and 
complies with national objective LMC. Funding is recommended at $15,000. 

Adult Day Health Services. Council on Aging: This request for $6,000 would provide scholarships for 
elderly to utilize the Adult Day Health Services, through the Cooperative Elder Services, Inc. The 
program provides a safe and therapeutic adult day care service, meals and other social programs at a 
very low cost for those who, due to physical and/or psychological limitations, cannot be left alone at 
home. This project is expected to benefit 20 individuals and complies with national objective LMC. 
Funding is recommended at $6,000. 

Transportation Program. Council on Aging: This request for $35,000 would fund the transportation 
services that are offered to Arlington seniors. The transportation program brings seniors to medical 
appointments and local stores, helping seniors remain independent and active in the community. This 
project is expected to benefit 282 individuals and complies with national objective LMC. Funding is 
recommended at $35,000. 

Volunteer Coordinator. Council on Aging: This request for $52,922 would fund the position of 
Volunteer Coordinator. The coordinator supervises and coordinates volunteers and manages the van 
and transportation program and is essential to the Council on Aging's mission to engage senior 
citizens in community participation. The funds received would be used for the base salary of the staff 
person plus all fringe benefits. This project is expected to benefit 552 individuals and complies with 
national objective LMC. Funding is recommended at $52,922. 

Jobs, Jobs, Jobs Program. Fidelity House: This request for $5,000 would fund a summer employment 
program for income-eligible youth in grades nine, ten, and eleven. Funding would pay for the teens to 
be employed as recreation assistants at Fidelity House and would provide service to other income- 
qualified youth. The program provides teens the opportunity to learn job skills, including skills in 
childcare, and recreation leadership skills. This project is expected to benefit six individuals and 
complies with national objective LMC. Funding is recommended at $4,475. 








Menotomy Manor Outreach Program. Fidelity House: This request for $20,000 would help to defray 
the cost of programs that Fidelity House manages for the low-income families of Menotomy Manor. 
This program, created to directly address the developmental needs of Arlington's low-income youth, 
includes transportation to and from Fidelity House, memberships, participation in all youth programs, 
on-site programming, and camp memberships for summer day camp. The program's goal is to 
continue to provide a quality program for 6- to 18-year-olds. This project is expected to benefit 100 
individuals and complies with national objective LMC. Funding is recommended at $20,000. 

Program Scholarships. Recreation Department: This request for $13,000 would provide scholarships 
for activities offered by the Recreation Department. The program provides income-eligible 
households an opportunity to participate in recreation programs by providing financial assistance to 
offset the cost of program fees. This project is expected to benefit over 100 individuals and complies 
with national objective LMC. Funding is recommended at $12,400. 


PUBLIC FACILITIES AND IMPROVEMENTS 

Wellington Park ADA-Compliant Trails and Access Project, Arlington Conservation Commission: This 

request for $100,000 would fund the design of the Wellington Park ADA-Compliant Trails and Access 
Project. This activity complies with national objective LMC. Funding is recommended at $100,000. 

ADA Compliance Program-Curb Cuts Ramp Project, Arlington Commission on Disability: This request 
for $140,000 would construct and reconstruct ADA-compliant sidewalk ramps for the purpose of 
improving access and pedestrian safety for the elderly and disabled. 45 curb cuts would be installed 
utilizing these funds. This activity complies with national objective LMA. Funding is recommended at 
$140,000. 

Lussiano Playground Reconstruction. Recreation Department: This request for $325,000 would 
rehabilitate the Lussiano Playground. This project is expected to benefit 4,875 people and complies 
with national objective LMA. Funding is recommended at $200,000. 

Site Development. Food Link. Inc.: This request for $175,000 would fund site work at the new Food 
Link facility, including work on the parking lot, retaining wall, and fencing. This project is expected to 
benefit 3,300 individuals and complies with national objective LMC. Funding is recommended at 
$155,000. 


PLANNING 

Planners, Department of Planning and Community Development: This request for $52,335 to fund a 
portion of the salary and fringe benefits of Department staff working on CDBG-related activities. 
Duties and responsibilities involve data gathering and analysis, local and comprehensive planning and 
zoning, affordable housing studies and implementation. All positions serve under the Director of 
Planning and Community Development. Funding includes salary plus fringe benefits, which are 









reimbursed to the Town. This activity is exempt from meeting a national objective. Funding is 
recommended at $52,335. 


Planning Studies. Department of Planning and Community Development: This request for $78,000 
would fund planning activities to comply with the FIUD Rule to Affirmatively Further Fair Flousing, 
including but not limited to hiring a consultant to begin an assessment of fair housing and public 
outreach related thereto. The Department would also use this funding to update the Town's ADA 
Self-Evaluation and Transition Plan which would address access to the Town's programming and 
facilities. This activity is exempt from meeting a national objective. Funding is recommended at 
$78,000. 

Annual Town Survey, Envision Arlington : This request for $2,000 would continue the annual town 
Census Insert Survey. Data collected from this survey inform policy-setting for the town and other 
planning activities. This activity is exempt from meeting a national objective. Funding is 
recommended at $2,000. 


ADMINISTRATION 

Community Development Block Grant Administrator. Department of Planning and Community 

Development: This request for $84,000 funds the position of Community Development Block Grant 
Administrator who serves under the Director of Planning and Community Development. The 
Administrator is responsible for the daily financial and programmatic administration of the CDBG 
program and overall coordination and management of grant activities. Related costs include salary 
and reimbursement to the Town for fringe benefits. This activity is exempt from meeting a national 
objective. Funding is recommended at $84,000. 

General Administration. Department of Planning and Community Development: This request for 
$15,000 would fund the operating and administrative costs of the CDBG program. This budget item 
provides for costs of overall program management, coordination, monitoring, training, membership 
dues, and evaluation. This activity is exempt from meeting a national objective. Funding is 
recommended at $15,000.

Community Development Block Grant Spending 
2019 Town Survey Topic Summary 

The Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) is an annual federal grant of about $1 million dollars 
that the Town receives to improve housing, economic opportunities, public services, and Town 
infrastructure for residents with low to moderate incomes. The 2019 Town Survey was a helpful tool for 
analyzing the opinion of Arlington residents, and particularly in identifying the priorities of CDBG-eligible 
households as they relate to CDBG programs. 

In most categories, households eligible for CDBG funding and non-eligible households selected the same 
programs for their top three or four funding priorities. The primary differences between these two 
groups were in their preferences for funding senior and youth programs: CDBG-eligible households 
usually prioritized senior centers and services, whereas non-eligible households placed a higher priority 
on youth centers and services. 

• In Public Services & Facilities, the top priorities among CDBG-eligible households were for senior 
centers (32%) and parks and recreation (31%); nearly half of non-eligible households selected 
parks and recreation (48%), with youth centers as a second priority (23%).

• Among Public Infrastructure programs, both CDBG-eligible and non-eligible households 

prioritized street improvements (43% and 48%, respectively) and tree planting (32% and 37%, 
respectively). Sidewalks were also a top priority for both groups, with more than 30% of each 
population selecting sidewalk improvements as a funding priority.

• In the Housing and Housing Services category, respondents all prioritized energy efficiency 
improvements, with 37% of CDBG-eligible households and 51% of non-eligible households 
selecting it as a priority. The groups differed in their second selection, with CDBG-eligible 
households prioritizing rental housing programs (32%) and non-eligible households selecting Fair 
Housing activity (28%). Notably, Fair Housing activity was the third-ranked priority for CDBG- 
eligible households at 31%.
